CHICAGO (AP) — An advisory 
board on unemployment compen­ 
sation, meeting in emergency ses­ 
sion, has been asked to prepare 
a bill providing higher Jobless 
benefits for unemployed Illinois 
workers.

Otto Reamer, who did 
not recommend a new benefit 
level. The state’s weekly compen­ 
sation limit now is $50. 
Kemer also asked the board to 
draft a change in the unemploy­ 
ment compensation law to allow 
persons exhausting benefits since 
Oct. 31, 1960, to qualify for emer­ 
gency benefits. 
The nine-member board repre­ 
senting labor, management and 
the public was asked to complete 
the legislative proposals by March 
15, so they could be introduced 
immediately in the State Legisla­ 
ture.

Weaver Wins Senate 
OK As Chief Of HHFA

WASHINGTON (#)— Robert C. W eaver has won 
Senate confirmation as the government’s top housing 
administrator, but he faces two serious problems as he 
takes over this key post. 
The Senate cleared the nomination Thursday night 
by voice vote after five hours of argument, putting 
Weaver in the highest position ever held by a Negro 
in the federal executive branch. 
The vote had not been expect­ 
ed to come for about IO days. 
but the Senate stayed in session 
late to approve Weaver under 
pressure from President Kennedy. 
The New Yorker is expected to 
take the oath promptly so that he 
can

command 
of 
the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen­ 
cy next week. This agency is down 
for almost a billian dollars in new 
funds in the budget now before 
Congress. 
Weaver, 53, bas been vice chair­ 
man of the New York City Hous­ 
ing and Redevelopment Board. 
He said in a statement he was 
gratified by tile quick Senate ac­ 
tion. 
One of toe problems pressing 
hardest on Weaver arises from 
the current economic slump. 
New housing starts are down 
sharply, yet the Kennedy admin­

Two Funerals At 
Burial Of Picou, 
Famed For Jazz

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 
There were two funerals when 
they buried famed 
Negro jazz 
clarinetist Alphonse Picou. 
They buried the 82-year-old mu­ 
sician Thursday. And they all but 
buried the music played at his 
funeral — oldtime New Orleans 
jazz—the music he helped create. 
When a Negro jazzman or lodge 
member dies in New Orleans, & 
marching band is hired to play 
dirges and hymns to the grave­ 
yard. Going home, following the 
great tradition, the 
band cuts 
loose with ragtime. People dance 
in the streets. 
It’s an unforgettable sound. The 
music is the closest you’ll come 
today to the pure, original jazz 
that began here a half century 
ago. 
But ifs dying. It ha6 given 
way to swing, modern jazz, and 
rock ’n ’ roll. 
Picou, credited with composing 
the classic "Muskrat Ramble,” 
helped 
develop 
the 
distinctive 
New Orleans jazz style of clarinet 
playing. 
After Picou '& funeral, 
the 10- 
piece band struck up bouncing 
tunes going back to the funeral 
home. The gay music drew people 
from nearby houses, stores, street 
corners.

WASHINGTON UP) — President 
Kennedy and Atty. Gen. Robert F. 
Kennedy Joined today in asking 
Congress to create 59 more federal 
Judgeships to relieve the legal log 
Jam in the courts. 
The President sent letter* to 
Vice President Lyndon B. Johnson 
and to the speaker of the House, 
Sam 
Rayburn, 
D-Tex, 
asking 
speedy action on an administra­ 
tion bill submitted to both branch­ 
es by his brother, the attorney 
general. Robert Kennedy sent let­ 
ters to the presiding of if cera. 
Fifty more district Judges and 
nine additional Jurists on the court 
of appeals benches are needed, the 
President’s letter said, "to relieve 
serious congestion end delays in 
many federal courts.” 
President Kennedy pointed out 
that no new Judgeships have been 
created for seven years. 
Atty. Gen. Kennedy made much 
the same point. 
The bill would increase the num­ 
ber of Circuit Court judges in the 
2nd Circuit (New York, Connect! 
cut, Vermont) from six to nine; 
the 4th Circuit (Maryland, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Virgin 
ia, West Virginia) from three to 
five; the 5th Circuit (Alabama 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mis­ 
sissippi, Texas, Canal Zone) from 
seven to nine; the 7th Circuit (Illi­ 
nois, Indiana, Wisconsin) from six 
to seven; and the loth Circuit 
(Colorado, Kansas, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, Utah, Wyoming) from 
five to six.

Century Ago February 11- 
Lincolns Solemn Farewell To Springfield

CHICAGO 
(AP)—A monumen­ 
tal journey that came to a world- 
stunning end in Fold'6 Theater in 
Washington, D.C., began in Illi­ 
nois IOO years ago Saturday. 
Abraham Lincoln left Spring­ 
field that day for the nation’s cap­ 
ital to be inaugurated 16th presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
The man who was to die by an 
assassin's hand never returned to 
Illinois. 
It was not a happy moment for 
the 
solemn 
president-elect 
who 
was to observe his 52nd birthday 
the following day aboard his spe­ 
cial train. 
He was facing a foreboding fu­ 
ture—the towering problem of pre­ 
venting the nation’s disintegration 
in Civil War. And he was leaving 
behind long-time friends he never 
would see again. 
He was grave and reflective his 
last few days in Elinote. Inter­ 
views 
with 
his most intimate 
friends became more frequent. 
Visits by strangers were not en­ 
couraged. But they still came—by 


the thousands. 
A steady procession of visitors 
passed through the Lincoln’s two- 
story cottage at Eighth and Jack­ 
son Streets between the hours of 7 
p.m. and midnight on Feb. 6, 
1861. Many came to say good-by. 
Others came to look. 
Then, as the departure date ap­ 
proached, the Lincolns sold their 
horse, buggy and cow, 
leased 
their home and moved into the 
Cbenery House. 
At the hotel, Lincoln roped the 
trunks himself. On the identifica­ 
tion cards, he wrote: "A. Lincoln, 
the 
White 
House. 
Washington, 
D.C.,” and he fastened them on 
the trunks. 
A cold drizzle of rain fell in 
Springfield Feb. ll when Lincoln 
and his -wife and their sons. Rob­ 
ert T., William and Thomas, left 
their hotel for the brick Great 
Western Railway station at 7:30 
am . 
A thousand people were crowd­ 
ed in and around the depot. A 
short, little locomotive with flat 
lopped smokestack, 
puffed with 
patient regularity. Hitched to it 


was a baggage car and a special 
passenger car. 
One by one, hundreds of old 
friends came up to Lincoln in the 
station to shake his hand and 
wish him well. 
A path was cleared for the Lin­ 
colns from the station 
to their 
special car. Hands reached out for 
a last handshake. 
Lincoln 
hadn’t 
prepared 
a 
speech for this occasion, but on 
the platform of his car, he turned 
to his many friends, bared his 
head and said: 
"My friends: no one, not in my 
situation, can appreciate my feel­ 
ing of sadness at this parting. To 
this place, and the kindness of 
these people, I owe everything. 
Here I have lived a quarter of 
a century, and have passed from 
a young to an old man. Here my 
children have been born, and one 
is buried. 
"I now leave, not knowing when 
or whether ever I may return, 
and with a task before me greater 
than that which rested upon Wash­ 
ington. 
"Without the assistance of that 


Divine Being who ever attended 
him, I cannot succeed. With that 
assistance, I cannot fail. Trusting 
in Him who can go with me. and 
remain with you, and be every­ 
where for good, let us confidently 
hope that all will yet be well. To 
His care commending you, as I 
hope in your prayers you will 
commend me. I bid you an af­ 
fectionale farewell.” 
Bells rang and the train carried 
Lincoln away with the grinding of 
wheels. 
The train made its last Illinois 
stop ai Tolono station. 
There, the president-elect told 
the throng, many (rf whom had 
been up before daybreak to Jour­ 
ney by foot or on horse to the 
station: 
“I am leaving you on an errand 
of national importance, attended, 
as you are aware, with considera­ 
ble difficulties. Let us believe, as 
some poet has expressed it. ‘Be­ 
hind the cloud the sun is still 
shining.’ I bid you an affectionate 
farewell.”

One 
after another, for two months, the 
snows have come. 
Coupled with the snow, 19 days 
of it in seven major downfalls 
during the last two months, have 
come relentless stretches of bit­ 
ing cold. 
FTom the Carolinas northward, 
and even in Georgia, tempera­ 
tures generally have been below 
avrage—by 4 degrees or more. 
The 16 days of subfreezing tem­ 
peratures that preceded last week­ 
end’s snowstorm was the longest 
period of such 
frigid readings 
ever recorded in the annals of the 
New York Weather Bureau. It 
equaled the 1918 record in Boston. 
Winchester, in northern Virgin­ 
ia, has had 60 inches of snow this 
winter—an all-time record. 
This winter in Norfolk. Va., was 
the coldest since the turn of the 
century. Temperatures in Decem­ 
ber and January averaged 35.7, 
compared to the record winter of 
1917-18, which averaged 32.7.

word “principle” often in the next 
dozen or so paragraphs, let’s pa e 
briefly and think about what a 
principle is. 
If you know what two plus two 
is, you know the answer to a spe­ 
cific problem. If that is the only 
addition problem you can answer, 
however, you haven’t grasped the 
principle of addition. If you know 
how to solve not only two plus two 
but also four plus four and six 
plus seven, and anything plus 
anything, you know the principle 
of addition. While there is some­ 
thing different about

problems of addition, 
there

something fundamentally alike in 
the way the answer of each is ob­ 
tained. When you find that, you 
know the principle. 
Let’s keep in mind something 
mentioned once before: The de­ 
vice of talking things out by your­ 
self. 
This device is vital in the 
solving of problems. 
Mary told us she understood 
how to do long division in class

Try It Step by Step 
“Put the notebook aside,” we 
told her, ' and think in words in­ 
stead. Think of the explanation 
as general directions which you 
can apply to any problem in long 
division, not Just this problem.” 
Step by step we explained the 
principles of long division.

understood each step in words. 
She went home, worked problems 
involving different numbers but 
the same principles—and worked 
them correctly. 
To understand the principle is 
to own a skeleton key to the doors 
of a whole house of knowledge 
And the best way to hold tho 
principle in mind is to think In 
words.

Its speed will be con­ 
trolled by automatic ‘retarders,’ 
R adar eyes will check its progress. 
Switches will be set ahead of the 
car automatically. 
"Then, when enough cars for a 
single destination are assembled, 
a remote-controlled locomotive will 
collect them—and a new train will 
be bom .” In some cases this will 
mean one man will do the work 
of a hundred.
